BRIEF HINTS ON SOWING — Nine-tenths of the failures in raising 
flowers are caused by improper treatment of the seeds and young 
plants. The finer seeds should be started in shallow, well-drained 
boxes in the house and the young seedlings should be transplanted 
a few times until they are large enough to be set out into the open 
ground. Do not plant any seed as long as the ground is wet. A 
mellow loam, enriched with compost of rotted manure and leaf 
mould, is best adapted to most flowers. Rake the surface as smooth 
and fine as possible, elevating the surface of the beds and borders 
slightly in the middle so that surplus water may run off. Cover 
the different seeds in proportion to their size, giving very thin 
covering to small seeds and planting large seeds deeper.

time and work or a little more, 
to make a crop with poor seed 
as with good seed — but pure pedi- 
greed seed will make a third to a 
half more cotton on the same amount 
of soil. You cannot expect seed to 
produce any better cotton than the 
crop from which they came. Can you 
afford not to plant pure seed? 


W HAT about cotton in 1925 ? Will 
the price be high or low? Well, 
if we knew the answer to that 
question we could retire from busi- 
ness at the end of this year. But, 
whether the price of cotton is high or 
low the farmer who takes advantage 
of the knowledge of cotton varieties 
offered him free of charge by the 
Government and State Experiment 
Stations, will make more money each 
year than the man who plants seed 
mixed at a public gin year after year. 

The various experiment stations 
have been trying out every known 
variety of cotton and every suggested 
method of cultivation for years. We 
do not have to rely on guesswork any 
longer for we can get reliable information, obtained by 
experts in cotton culture through the most careful and 
painstaking efforts year after year. What do the results 
from Experiment Stations teach us? First of all, that 
only pure bred cottonseed of the earliest maturity should 
be planted. Why? Because only the earliest maturing 
cotton will make a crop in a boll weevil year, or when 
we have an early killing frost. 

The weevil did practically no damage at all in 1924 be- 
cause of the extraordinary hot dry summer, but he is 
here and likely to break out in such numbers as to do 
terrific damage any time we get a moist May and June. 
The Army Worm is also likely to come back any year 
and the earliest maturing variety of cotton will suffer ' 
less from this pest than any other. 

The Danger of ‘^Gin-Run’ ^ Seed 

We are all familiar with the fact that cottonseed 
“runs out,” under ordinary farming conditions. This is 
due to mixing with other varieties on adjoining farms 
through the agency of bees carrying pollen; through 
planting all the seed saved rather than only from se- 
lected stalks of cotton; and through mixing. at the gins. 
Regardless of how mixing occurs, the results are the 
same — a poor crop. Mo^t assuredly it will pay you in 
dollars and cents to sell your old seed, and buy pure 
pedigreed, “bred-up” cottonseed. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture has determined 
through late tests that cottonseed becomes so badly 
mixed at public gins that it is usually profitable for the 
farmer who does not own his own gin to buy bred-up 
cottonseed, a pedigreed seed from a reliable source each 
year, selling to the oil mill the old seed.

This has been the most roundly “cussed and discussed” 
cotton ever developed, the principal objection being that 
the lint is so very short, shorter than any other variety, 
so that it is often spoken of slightingly as “rabbit hair.” 
In spite of this, however, there are sections of the South 
where nothing but Half and Half is planted, or has been 
grown for years.

are sound. 

It would pay you to send a good sized sample to a 
chemical laboratory for a germination test, so you won’t 
be caught with a poor stand or no stand at all and have 
to take what seed you can get then, at whatever price is 
asked. 

Don’t wait until planting time to do this, but send 
the sample before January fifteenth so you will know, 
if your seeds are good or bad in time. This is very im- 
portant to you. 


LONG STAPLE VS. SHORT STAPLE 

In years gone by all the long staple cotton was very 
late but new varieties have been developed in later years 
which will mature as early as short cottons, and which 
are just as safe fo plant in weevil .territory so far as 
earliness is concerned. However, long staple cotton re- 
quires a stronger soil to give best results; you should 
not attempt to plant long staple cotton on poor hill lancj 
unless you fertilize it heavily. Generally speaking, long 
staple cotton should be planted on rich delta soils where 
it will give best results. On the other hand don’t waste 
good delta soil by planting Half and Half cotton on it. 

As to whether long staple or short cotton will pay 
best, t^at depends largely on premium paid for staple 
cotton. Often, long staple varieties produce as much 
seed cotto'n as short varieties, but generally the staple 
cottons require much more seed cotton to make a bale 
than the short cottons. 

As a matter of fact, a farmer can make money out of 
either long or short staple if he plants only pure bred 
seed of an early maturing strain, cultivating his crop in- 
telligently and steadily.

The U. S. Department of Agriculture, Boll Weevil Labo- 
ratory, con^Unues to recommend Dry Powdered Calcium 
Arsenate Dusting of cotton as the only effective poison 
against the boll weevil — this after years of study and 
experiments on the subject. Below we quote briefly from 
U. S. Farmers Department Circular No. 274: 

“It will pay to dust — 

“If the weevils are really injuring your crop seriously, 
and 

“If your land is sufficiently fertile to yield at least 
half bale per acre with weevil injury eliminated, and 

“If your farming organization is such that you feel 
assured that thq poison applications will be made at the 
right time and in the right manner, and 

“If you are willing to spend the full amount necessary 
to provide an adequate supply of dusting machinery and 
poison. 

“The general gains from weevil dusting under average, 
fairly favorable conditions, seem to be from 200 to 400 
pounds of seed cotton per acre, but owing to variations 
in degree of weevil injury, it is not safe to expect much 
more than the lower figure.”.

Every year new types of cotton dusters are brought 
out. The first ones were not very successful, but grad- 
ually manufacturers have gained a clearer understanding 
of what is needed and this year we will be able to fur- 
nish you with at least one type of one-row hand duster 
and one-row mule back duster that can be depended on 
to do the work economically. We keep informed as to 
the best dusting machinery. 

Write us any time after February 1st as to the best 
dusting machinery and we will be glad to send you 
descriptive circulars, etc. Be prepared to protect your 
cotton crop — don’t let the weevils get it. 

One of the most promising lines of cotton dusting 
machines is put out by the Root Mfg. Co., consisting of 
the Root Hand Gun, Root Saddle Gun and the Root Trac- 
tion Duster. We show pictures of two of them below; 
all three have done splendid work. The Hand Gun, of 
course, is for the small farmer and will poison five or 
six acres per day. The Saddle Gun poisons two rows at 
a time, just as fast as a horse can walk and will poison 
about twelve acres per day. The Traction Duster is 
drawn by a horse and the operator walks; this poisons 
two rows at a time and in wet weather can be changed 
into a mule back saddle gun. All three of these ma- 
chines have been tried out extensively, they are durable 
and with ordinary care should last several years.

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Does Fertilizing Cotton Pay? 


In ansv/ering- the above question we would say f‘Yes” 
nine hundred and ninety-nine times out of a thousand for 
the soils which will not respond to fertilizer are few and 
far between. 

Of course, no one form of fertilizer is best for all soils 
as no one feed is best for all classes of livestock. The 
state and federal governments have established experi- 
ment stations all over the country to find out just what 
is needed on each type of soil in each locality. The 
information which these experiment stations have im- 
parted to the farmers has been worth untold millions to 
this country. 

As an example we will cite the Mississippi Delta. The 
farmers in the Delta realized that their lands needed fer- 
tilizer and were using complete fertilizers until it was 
proven that nitrogen was the only element of plant food 
lacking in their soils, there being enough potash and 
phosphoric acid already there to last several genera- 
tions. The pictures which we are reproducing on this 
page were furnished us by The Delta Branch Experiment 
Station at Stoneville, Mississippi. It shows very conclu- 
sively that the proper fertilizer, which in this instance 


was Nitrate of Soda, does pay. Where no fertilizer was 
used the yield was 220 pounds of seed cotton, where 150 
pounds of Nitrate of Soda per acre was used the yield 
was 714 pounds, where 200 pounds of Nitrate of Soda 
was used the yield was 946 pounds. Tlie cost of the 
Nitrate of Soda is usually around 314 cents per pound, 
seed cotton is worth approximately three times this 
price, so it does not take much figuring to see that fer- 
tilizer did pay handsomely in this instance. 

In the uplands it has been found that in most cases 
Nitrogen and Phosphoric Acid are both needed. Usually 
100 pounds of Nitrate of Soda to 200 pounds of Acid Phos- 
phate is the proportion used, applying 400 to 500 pounds 
of the mixture to the acre. 

We realize that the growing of leguminous crops, such 
as Clovers, Cow Peas, Soy Beans, etc., is the cheapest 
way to put nitrogen into the soil and advocate the grow- 
ing of these crops as much as possible, at the same time 
many farmers are not situated so they can conveniently 
grow these crops and there is no question but what fer- 
tilizer will pay them and pay them handsomely.

HOW TO USE FERTILIZERS 

Fertilizers can always be used to good advantage by opening up the row, 
sprinkling thinly the fertilizer; then cover same with a little soil and then sow 
your seed. Or, they can be used by working them into the soil along the rows 
after the plant is up, care being taken not to let it come in contact with the leaves 
or stem of the plant. For plants that are transplanted, work the fertilizer into the 
soil thoroughly before transplanting, using from a teaspoonful to a small handful, 
according to the size and the nature of the plant. Fifty pounds of garden fertilizer 
is sufficient for a garden 40x50 feet. 

The best way to apply fertilizers to field crops is to use a fertilizer drill. Other- 
wise sow broadcast after planting, then harrow into the soil as thoroughly as pos- 
sible. For all field crops, use 200 to 400 lbs. per acre, according to the soil.

have been developed. Up until the past several years 
we have had to rely on the Mammoth Yellow, a good var- 
iety but having several drawbacks — late maturity, shat- 
tering out of the beans, and difficulty of obtaining a 
stand in unfavorable weather. 

The Laredo overcomes each one of these objections — 
it matures much earlier, does not shatter out badly and 
will make a crop under conditions that would spell ruin 
to cowpeas or other soy beans. Yields of four tons of 
hay have been obtained, quality almost equal to alfalfa; 
as much as 35 bushels of beans have been harvested per 
acre. 

In the Spring of 1922, the Delta Experiment Station at 
Stoneville, Miss., planted two acres of poorly drained 
coco infested buckshot land to Laredos. In the fall 25 
bushels of threshed beans and about 2^^ tons of bean 
straw per acre were harvested. The beans were worth 
on the market $15.00 per bushel and the threshed straw 
or hay $10.00 per ton, or a total value of $400.00 per acre. 
On October 15th the bean area was disked and sowed t'o 
Red Rust Proof oats. In April a perfect stand of volun- 
teer beans could be seen in the oats. The oat crop pro- 
duced between 50 and 60 bushels per acre and the bean 
crop was allowed to produce a seed crop in the fall of 
1923. The yield was 26 bushels per acre of clean threshed 
beans and at least three tons of bean straw. The seed 
was worth $10.00- per bushel and the straw $10.00 per 
ton. This, added to the value of the oat crop, gives a to- 
tal return of $320.00 per acre for the crop year of 1923. 

SECOND VOLUNTEER CROP OP BEANS— After the . 
beans were harvested for seed in the fall of 1923, the field 
was again disked and sowed to oats. The fall was dry 
and the oats did not germinate until November 27th, with 
a very wet and cold winter and a very late start most of 
the oats froze or drowned out. On March 27th, 1924, a 
very thick stand of soybeans was breaking through the 
ground. In the wettest spot where all of the oats and 
even the winter weeds and grasses had drowned out.

the best stand of beans was obtained. The frost and 
freeze on the night of March 31 killed thirty to forty 
per cent of the plants which were up but enough more 
germinated to give a perfect stand of volunteer beans in 
1924. The field looks promising at this time. The plants 
are about three feet high although the station has had 
no rain of any consequence since May 26th for a period 
of 81 days. 

(The above statement of results at Delta Experiment 
Station taken from a longer article by W E. Ayers in 
the Progressive Farmer' Oct. 4, 1924.) 

One bushel will plant six to eight acres in rows 3 to 
3% teet apart, depending upon how thick you want them. 
We know of one farmer who got a perfeot stand using 
one bushel to twelve acres. They should not be covered 
deeper than li^ inches, a half inch is better. One or two 
cultivations to keep down the grass and weeds, is advis- 
able. The Delta Experiment Station reports splendid 
results from sowing Laredos March 25th to April 10th 
with a wheat drill on oats planted previous fall. This 
drill helped instead of hurting the oats and the beans 
were not large enough when the oats were harvested to 
interfere with the binder.

Laredos planted July 11th, 1923, 
were cut well matured Oct. 2nd, about three weeks earlier 
than the Otootans planted in the same field and 5 or 6 
weeks before the Laredos were.

SPRAYING GUIDE FOR FRUIT TREES AND ROSES 


APPLES — First spraying January or February. Use 
Lime Sulphur Solution, 1 to 10, which means 1 part of 
Lime Sulphur to 10 parts water or scalecide 1 part to 15 
parts of water. Second spraying when fruit has set. 
Use Lime Sulphur with Arsenate of Lead, diluting 1 part 
to 50 parts water. For woolly aphis, use Kerosene eniul- 
sion or Blackleaf 40. Add Kayso to make spray material 
stick. 

GRAPES — First spraying January or February with 
Lime Sulphur, 1 to 10, or Pratt’s Scalecide, 1 to 15. Sec- 
ond spraying when fruit has shown, using Bordeaux Mix- 
ture, diluting 1 to 60. Third spraying, also use Bordeaux 
Mixture and add Blackleaf 40. 

PEACHES — First spray in January and February. Use 
Lime Sulphur, dry, 1 lb. to 5 gallons of water or use 
concentrated liquid Lime Sulphur 1 gallon to 10 gallons 
of water and always add Kayso. Scalecide is also good 
as a dormant spray — use 1 gallon to 15 gallons of water. 
Second and third spraying use Atomic or Dritomic Sul- 
phur with Arsenate of Lead. These will not burn when 
used properly. For Brown Rot spray in April with 
Atomic Sulphur and Arsenate of Lead.

POTATO — For the common potato bug the best non- 
poisonous preparation is Bug Death. No. 40 Dust is also 
fine. For large crops use Arsenate of Lead or Paris 
Green and P. B. K. For blight use Bordeaux Mixture 
with Arsenate of Lead. 

PEAR — First spraying January or February with Lime 
Sulphur, 1 to 10, or Pratt’s Scalecide, 1 to 15. Second 
spraying when trees are in full leaf, using Atomic Sul- 


MONTHLY HINTS 


The right time for sowing all seed, as we give them in 
the different months, should naturally be governed by 
the condition of the weather and the soil. 

JANUARY — Sow in hot beds: Cabbage, Lettuce, Beets, 
Onion, Tomato, and Cauliflower. 

Sow outdoors the latter part of the month: Turnips, 
Mustard, Spinach, Radish, and English Peas. 

FEBRUARY — Sow outdoors: Radish, Turnip, Mustard, 
Spinach, Onion Seed, and English Peas. Set out Onion 
Sets. Sow Sweet Peas. 

Sow in hot beds: Cabbage, Beet, Tomato, Egg Plant, 
Kohl-Rabi, Lettuce and Pepper. 

Set out frost-proof Cabbage Plants. Sow Lawn Grass 
Seed. Sow oats, Canada Field Peas, Red Top, Orchard 
Grass and Lespedeza. Set out Grape Vines and Fruit 
Trees of all kinds. Spray fruit trees now. 

MARCH — This is the month to begin general g^trden 
operations. Sow outdoors Cabbage, Lettuce, Carrot, 
Beets, Parsley, Parsnips, Leek, Onion Seeds, Salsify, Eng- 
lish Peas, both the smooth and wrinkled sorts. 

Plant Onion Sets and Irish Potatoes. Sow Sweet Peas. 
Plant Early Corn. Set out early frost-proof Cabbage 
Plants, also Cauliflower and Lettuce plants. Asparagus 
roots. Horseradish and Rhubarb roots. 

Sow farm seeds: Clover, Grasses, Oats, Alfalfa, Lawn 
Grass and Lespedeza. 

Set out Fruit Trees of all kinds. Strawberry, Raspberry 
and Blackberry plants. Continue to spray trees now. 

APRIL — A good month to start active garden opera- 
tions. If not yet planted, sow now, out of doors. Beets, 
Bush Beans, Pole Beans, Carrots, Cress, Celery, Corn, Cu- 
cumber, Endive, Leek, Mustard, Parsley, Parsnip, Kohl- 
rabi, Herbs, Peas, Radish, Spinach, Swiss Chard, Squash, 
Tomato, Rape and Turnip. Set out Onion Sets; plant Po- 
tatoes. Set out Cabbage, Cauliflower, Beet and Lettuce 
plants. 

Sow all kinds of Flower Seeds and Spring Bulbs. 

Sow Clovers, Alfalfa, Millet, Sorghum, Kaffir Corn, Ber- 
muda Grass, Lespedeza, Sudan Grass, Orchard and Herd’s 
Grass, Artichokes and Field Corn. Plant Cotton Seed. 
Set out Blackberry, Raspberry and Strawberry plants. 

MAY — Sow Bush Beans, Pole Beans, Lima Beans, Beets, 
Cabbage, Carrot, Corn, Cucumber, Cantaloupe, Endive, 
Egg Plant, Lettuce, Mustard, Okra, Onion Sets, Pepper, 
Parsley, Parsnips, Garden Peas, Pumpkin, Herbs, Squash, 
Swiss Chard, Spinach, Tomato, Turnip. 

Sow Flawer Seeds of all kinds; also put out Flower 
Bulbs; set out Cabbage, Tomato, Pepper, Egg Plants and 
Sweet Potato slips. Sow Millet, Sorghum, Sudan Grass, 
Cow Peas, Chufas, Peanuts; plant Field Corn and Pop- 
corn, Soy Beans, Velvet Beans, Cotton Seed, Kaffir Corn, 
Milo Maize. 


phur, 1 to 8, and Arsenate of Lead, 2 pounds to 50 gal- 
lons of water. 

ROSES — First spraying should be done with Lime Sul- 
phur, 1 to 6, during February. For aphis and lice, which 
most always destroy the Spring blossoms, use Black Leaf 
40, Nicotine, Kerosene Emulsion or Lotol. For chewing 
insects use Arsenate of Lead or Slug Shot. For blight 
and mildew use Bordeaux Mixture and Sulphur. Lime 
Sulphur mixed with Arsenate of Lead will correct many 
fungus troubles on Roses. 

Porno Dust cures Black Spot on roses; dust plants thor- 
oughly twice in early Spring. 

EVERGREEN SHRUBS, ETC. — When Evergreens like 
Arbor Vitea cedars and Junipers begin to turn brown, it’s 
red spider that is causing the trouble; use at once four 
ounces Pish Oil Soap and % pint Lime Sulphur to one gal- 
lon of water. Spray two or three times a few days apart.

Materials 

A 1 to 100 Solution Is Made as Follows: 

1 teaspoonful to a tumbler of water.

4 tablespoonfuls to a gallon of water.

2 quarts to 50 gallons of water.

FOR PLANTING 

JUNE — As you get space in your garden, sow Garden 
Corns, Cucumbers, Cantaloupes, Collards, Pumpkin, Okra, 
Squash, Watermelon, Swiss Chard, Salsify, Carrot and 
late Beets. Set out Tomato, Egg Plant, Pepper and Sweet 
Potato plants. Sow a later crop of Bush Beans, Lima 
Beans and Pole Beans. Sow Tomato seed to set out later 
for Pall crop. 

In the field, sow Stock Peas, Soy Beans, Buckwheat, 
Broom Corn, Sorghum, Velvet Beans, Sudan Grass, Mil- 
let, Mexican June Corn. 

JULY — Plant for late crops: Garden Corn, Cucumbers, 
Cabbage Seed, Carrots, Tomato Seed, Bush Beans, Pole 
and Lima Beans, Okra, Squash, Pumpkin^ Rutabaga. 

Sow in the field: Cow Peas, Millet, Sorghurn, Soy Beans, 
Sudan Grass, Millet, Mexican June Corn, Buckwheat. 
Plant Potatoes for late crop. 

AUGUST— Begin to plant now your Pall Garden. If 
weather is favorable, sow Turnips, Kale, Radish, Ruta- 
bagas, Collards, Mustard, Beet, Bush and Pole Beans, Let- 
tuce, Cucumbers, Squash. Plant Potatoes for late ' crop. 

Sow Crimson Clover, Burr Clover and Seed Rye. Millet 
sown in this month will make a crop of Hay. 

SEPTEMBER — Get busy on yoiir Pall Garden. Sow 
Turnips, Rutabagas, Kale, Mustard, Swiss Chard, Spinach, 
Lettuce, Endive, Radish, Onion Seed for- transplanting to 
the field. Set out Shallots and Onion Sets. Sow Crimson 
Clover, Burr Clover, Alfalfa, Red Clover, Grass Seeds, 
Vetch, Rye, Winter Oats and Essex Rape. 

OCTOBER — Sow Spinach, Kale, Seven Top Tiirnips, 
Mustard, Winter Radish, Corn Salad. Set out Onion Sets. 
White Multiplier and Shallot Buttons. 

Sow Rye, Barley, Winter Oats, Wheat, Vetch, Essex 
Rape, Alfalfa, Red Clover, Crimson Clover,/ Burr Clover, 
and all Grass Seeds, including Winter Lawn Grass Seed. 

NOVEMBER — Set out Onion Sets and Shallots. Sow 
Spinach and Kale, also more Turnips for Winter Greens. 

Sow, in hot beds. Cabbage, Beets and Lettuce for trans- 
planting later in cold frames. Continue to sow Winter 
Oats, Rye, Barley and Wheat. Sow Winter lawn and 
other Grass Seeds. Set out all kinds of Fruit Trees, 
Strawberry plants. Asparagus roots. Plant outside Hya- 
cinths, Tulips and Narcissus bulbs. 

DECEMBER — Get your hot bed ready and sow Cabbage, 
Lettuce, Beet ahd Caulifiower seed for Spring use. 

Sow in frames, forcing Radish seed. Continue to plant 
Dutch bulbs for early Spring blooming. Set out Fruit 
Trees and Shade Trees. Spray fruit trees and grape 
vines this month. 
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
